Doug Cronk said in an inter¬ 
view from Vancouver the 
union had "no comment to 
makt" on the queatlon of the 
legality of the walkout. 

A union atalement reieaied 
by Crunk dues not use the 
word strike, but says only 
that the men failed to report 
for work. 

iiouroes interpreted this to 
mean that none of the union 
leaders wished to take res|xm- 
sibility for oalling a strike, if 
they did, and it was found to 
be illegal, they culd be jailed. 

But Chabot said the signs id 
picketers alone proved the 
work stoppage was a strike. 
Roma workers In Victoria car¬ 
ried placards reading "Local 
258 IfiEW On dtrika Against 
ac. Hydro." 

Clhabot told the Cbkmist the 
picketing was aiao egainst the 
law, and "I've Udd the union 
there will be very aevarc pan- 
aitiea if they persist in defy¬ 
ing the lews of B.C.” 

The minister said ha waa is¬ 
suing a challenge to the 
IBEW leaders to order their 
men hack to work. "If they do 
nut do so, 1 must conclude 
they are prepared to defy- the 
law." 

Chabot also denied union 
charges that he had been in¬ 
active in the dispute. "I’ve 
done eventiiing in my power 
to bring this dispute to a sat¬ 
isfactory oonolusiun,” he said. 

He noted he had brought 
Justice Nathan Nemeta into 
the negidiations to try to eaaa 
tlie settlement, when the union 
was strongly oppoaing use of 
Uia Mediation Oommlaslon. 

Nemelz later resigned from 
tile case lieoause id his wife's 
health, touching off more dif- 
ficultiaa in settling- Uie dispute 
and leading eventually to 
Monday’s walkout. 

Tlie union statement atbi- 
luited the frustration id the 
workers in |)art to the "fai¬ 
lure of CliabtU to act" in the 
dispute. 

'Hiey had also l»een frusti'at- 
ed by thair lack of faith in Uie 
mediation oommissitNi t h e 
union said, and by Uie lengthy 
delay in rea.ching a settle¬ 
ment. Their contract with 
ilydro axpired March 31.^ 
Chabot said that thare had

The Kremlin's tmika — President Podgorny, 
Premier Kosygin and Communist Paily Seci*etary 
Brezhnev — are travelling east and west to cul 
tivate new friends and reassui^ old allies. 

Japan, hurt and fhaken by Pi’esident Nixon's 
surtax and monetary policies, and disturbed by his 
acceptance of an Invitation to Peking, has been 
moved to repair its own long-neglected diplomatic 
association with China. 

— On Monday, Russia followed suit. Wrapivd . 
around with a thick coating of Ideological frosting, 
the message boiled down to this: the Soviet Union 
Is convinced that l)etter relations would meet the 
vital Interests of l)oth countries . i. "and the consol 
idatlon.of peace." 

But If the Soviet Union would like to appeal’ 
the champion of peace Its wide-ranging leaders 
smilingly represent, It must look to the challenge 
for that role from the United States. 

Resides President Nixon, State Secretary Wll 
liam Rogers is busily painting the new image of a 
gentle mediator rather than a club swinging police 
man.

At the United Nations Mr. Rogeit was Impi^ 
slve, appealing for the co^ulnued acceptance of Na¬ 
tionalist China (Taiwan) witthe membership 
and at the same time urging "entry of the People's 
Reoubllc, The odds-appear to be against hhn on 
this issue. 

But on the Middle Kast dilemma he was on 
sui’er ground. His lecommendatlon of an Interim 
Israel Egypt peace treaty should win wide support 
— even from the lielligei'enta. For It Is difficult to 
see how either Israel or Egypt, as the Arab leader 
state, t'ould Justify rejetdion of an approach to a 
settlement ahmg the lines pi'oposed: 

Reofienlng of the Suez canal; 

Extension of the cea.se fire; 

An Israeli withdrawal from the present oc¬ 
cupied lines; 

An Egyptian p^aence east of Suez (when 
Israel withdraws); 

Possible International (United Nations) super¬ 
vision. 

Mr. Rogers' message to the assembly carried 
the greaterfweight by virtue of his position. Nor¬ 
mally It would have been the permanent represent 
ative who delivered the United States' policy 
speech. But In this case Oorge Bush, curi'ently 
seiwlng In that capacity, with ambassadorial 
status, stepped down to allow^the seci*etary of state 
him.self to state hts nation's caM. 

It Is a measure of Washington's assessment of 
the critical nature of this session and the World 
pioblems with which It will concern itself that the 
man with highest diplomatic standing should s|ieak 
as a peuc'e-maker. 


The Admission of Guilt 


T he LONG-RUNNINt; story of My Ui has al¬ 
most mn its (‘ourse with the freeing, through 
legal process, of Captain Ernest Medina. Still Ih» 
fore the court are accu8allon.s against hts superior, 
Colonel Oran Henderson, of coverup and false 
swearing. And th^re are to l)e I'eviews of the con 
vlction and sentencing of Eleulenunt William Cal 
ley. 

But there can l)e little left to in* told about the 
massacre, and a question that might be asked at 
this point Is; Can there l»e hojie for the future in 
what has taken place? 

The answer, of course, has to be yes, even 
though memories are short and forgetfulness Is an 
anesthetic to mental agony. 

Already, It might tie argued, details of My Lai 
aie becoming fuzzy. 

There will be few who can recall that the first 
assault on the Vietnamese hamlet by an Infantry 
platoon led by Calley took place on March 6, 1968; 
that Calley originally was accuiod of killing 11)9 
noncombatants on'nhe fourth attack on the village 
10 days later, which was revised to "at least 10‘J" 
when his court martial began on November TJ, 
1970; that the jury that convicted him last March 
29 i'educed the numlier of victims attributable to 
him to 22; or even that the commander of the Unit 


ed States Tliird Army, Lieut. Oen. Albert O. Con¬ 
nor i^uCed the sentence only in August from life 
to 20 years imprisonment. 

There are scores of more details on the 
records that also may lie fading away. But all are 
unimportant now. They have done their job of 
caiwing deeply into world considence the wrongs of 
wmr generally. 

Not long before My Lai the etching liegan with 
the late Bertrand Russell's "International Tribunal 
on War Crimes." They wei’e deep enough to over 
come time as an eraser. Tlie British philosopher 
was accused of everything from meddling to Senlli 
ly when he sponsored the unofficial tribunal for 
hearings in various world capitals. 

He had his troubles getting the hearings going, 
and was rebuffed by some (*ountrle8 In his plans. 
But sessions were held In Sweden, Japan and Den 
mark with a "verdict" finally being handed down 
on December I, J967. It accused the United States 
(vf practicing genocide and committing other atroci 
ties. The "verdict" was not as sensational, perhaiw, 
as those of My Lai, but it paved the way for the ad 
mission of guilt that is My l^i. 

It la this admission that gives hope for the fu¬ 
ture. Without it world |)eace could never l)e at¬ 
tained.

VANCOUVER (CP) ^ The 
$wu lop olfiolals of the Van¬ 
couver Stock Exchange have 
resigned. 

The resignation of president 
John Van lAiven was an¬ 
nounced Monday afternoon, 
following a meeting of the ex¬ 
change's iKMird of governors. 

His executive assistant, 
Stewart Thompson. later re- 
leaied a statement saying 
that he had also resigned. 

Both resignations are effec¬ 
tive immediately. 

Exchange chairman George 
Stevenson said Van Luven's 
resignation was for reasons of 
health. 

However, it follows two 
months of Intensive publicity 
relating to prol^kems within 
the exchange. 

Van Luven, 52, did not at¬ 
tend the three-hour board 
meeting Monday but he had a 
15-mlnute private discussion 
with Stevenson immediately 
afterward 

The chairman later said 
•Van I.uven had not formally 
submitted his resignation 
firior to (he meeting, liut that 
the subject had tieen “dis¬ 
cussed.” No interim president 
has lieen appointed. 

Stevenson said Van Luven 
has I teen • imder a doctor's 
oare for some time. 

. "If be carried on he would 
Iiave been a very sick man." 
the chairman snid “This is 
the best thing for him. and I 
hope his liealth gets itetter" 

Stevenson would not say 
whether other malterji had 
lieen discussed at Ihe tioard 
meeting, such as several re¬ 
cent stock trading (irolilems 
.or the firing of two exchange 
employees in July. 

“Jack has had a very, very 
tough year.'* he said. 

Van Iziven«t(K)k charge of 
the exchange in June, 1956, 
after Iteing a suitervisor with 
the British Oolumliia finance 
department. 

In 1965. his title ai Hie ex- 
’ change was clianged to pres¬ 
ident. .

Ney quoted a recent sub¬ 
mission by a city taxpayers' 
group whieh said that in rela¬ 
tion to current market value, 
city assessments are one-third 
higher than those in the ad¬ 
joining unorganised territory. 

He said that as a result, 
city taxpayers continue to pay 
for more than their share for 
education, regional hospital fi¬ 
nancing, and all regional dis¬ 
trict functions, based on as¬ 
sessment cost division. 

Ney said he has written to 
Municipal Affairs Minister 
Dan Campbell, iHiinting out 
the disiiarity. The letter 
admits that city residents do 
have certain advantages as 
far as utilities, road UnfHxnre- 
ments, garbage service, po¬ 
lice protection, cost of water, 


and other amenities are con¬ 
cerned. 

The letter also sUasses that 
the present difference in taxa¬ 
tion makes it very difficult to 
lirtng atxHit a climate where 
amalgamation is a palatably 
enticement lo the majority of 
residents. 

Ney blamed the inequality 
5ir being a predominant fac¬ 
tor during amalgamation dis¬ 
cussions before the defeat of 
the 1970 amalgamation refer¬ 
endum.

But It could, if it con¬ 
tinued, increase the length or 
severity of a blackout caused 
by mechanical faikue or 
weather condition* because 
the union has not yet made 
any pnrviaion lor emergency 
reimirs. 

A survey taken by the Ctikav 
ist Monday Bswved that 
while a major blackout would 
cause considerable inconveni¬ 
ence to city residents nearly 
ail emergency and essential 
servicee could continue to 


funotam with the help of aux¬ 
iliary power generators.
